ER INSTALLATION 


BSB broadcast all their programmes, free and subscription, in a scrambled © Press the red button on the front of the 
form. To watch the programmes your receiver must be authorised. To do this 
you must phone BSB's Customer Services as soon as your BSB antenna and BSB 
receiver are correctly installed. They will need your equipment’s unique reference 
number (its Equipment Authorisation Number) to authorise your 
individual receiver and enable it to unscramble BSB's broadcast signal. This is 
done in one simple, friendly phone call. Once the call is over, you’ll be able to 
sit down and watch BSB programmes.

This brief introduction to your NOKIA remote control will help you to become 
familiar with the most common features offered by BSB and NOKIA. 
Remember you need to point your NOKIA remote control at the receiver in 
order to operate it. 


See Nokia User Guide for full remote control instructions. 


Used to display the name of the programme you are 
watching. Also used to return to the programme from 
screens. 


Used to display the MAIN MENU screen, including the 
PROGRAMME CONTROL list, 


Used to complete an entry as instructed on screen. 


Used to cancel your last button press if you make an error. 
Also used to delete text as directed on eértain screens.

All these buttons are used to change channels, or select 
options from screens. 


When using the screen menus, this will give you general 
assistance. 


Used to find out what's on next on the BSB channel you 
are watching. 


Used to put your receiver into STANDBY mode from 
watching programmes. 


Used to adjust various settings, as suggested on screen, 
€.g. programme ratings. 


This unique and easy-to-use feature allows you to ‘lock out’ certain programmes 
according to your personal and family preference. You can ‘lock out’ movies, by 
setting your receiver settings by standard movie classifications (i.e. U, PG, 12, 
15, 18) and all programmes (including movies) by ratings on sex, violence 
and bad language. Locked out programmes can only be seen by using a 
Parental Control Number to override the lock. 

How you decide to use this feature, indeed if you do at all, is up to you. You 
are in complete control of your chosen Parental Control Number and can 
change it at any time. (If you set your own Parental Control Number BSB 
will not know what it is.) 

You can watch all programmes (including movies) when your receiver 
is first installed. 


THE PRESET PARENTAL CONTROL NUMBER 
When your receiver is first installed a Parental Control Number has already 
been preset. 


The preset number is 1234. 


You don’t have to change the number. However, if you do wish to change it, 
now or in the future, follow these instructions: 


SETTING A NEW PARENTAL CONTROL NUMBER

¢ Press| 3 | for the PARENTAL CONTROL NUMBER.

If you want to change your number again in the fucure, simply follow the same 
procedure. 


Choose a new number that is easy to remember, but not so obvious that the 
children will be able to work it out! Be cautious about setting a number that 


has more than 5 digits: the longer the number the more difficult it is to 
remember. 


ea Key the new number and press| ENTER 


&> Then key the new number again. Press | ENTER | This makes sure that 
the correct number was keyed and the receiver has accepted the change. A 
screen message will tell you that your new number has been accepted.

ALL PROGRAMMES 
The ‘All Programme’ rating includes movies and you can personally restrict 


the viewing of sexual situations, violence and bad language on your TV screen. 


If you set your receiver rating to exclude any or all of the categories: S (sexual 
situations), V (violent scenes), L (bad language), programmes containing the 
chosen exclusions will be locked out. Use of the Parental Control Number will 
be necessary to override the ‘lock out’. 


All movies shown by BSB are rated according 
to their suitability for particular age groups.

THE MOVIE CHANNEL your receiver rating at 15 for example, you 
will only be able to watch movies up to and including those rated 15 (ie, U, 
PG 12, and 15). To view movies above the set rating (ie, 18) you would need 
to key in your Parental Control number to override the lock. Set the rating 
to 18 and all movies can be viewed (as long as they have not been locked out 
by the ‘All Programmes’ rating). 


HOW TO ‘LOCK OUT’ PROGRAMMES 
To set the ‘Movie’ and All Programmes’ ratings to your own preferences, 
use your remote control.

¢ Press| 2 | for PARENTAL CONTROL

If for example 12 is selected as the 
rating then movies classified as 15 or 18 can only be viewed after keying in the 
Parental Control Number. 


The |>| key selects the ALL PROGRAMME!’ rating (Sex, Violence or Bad 
Language). You can make programmes available (A) or excluded (X) using 
these ratings. With the |>| pointing to the appropriate rating, press 
a to change the A to X, or vice-versa. 


A — indicates that all programmes with this rating are available. 


X — indicates that all programmes with this rating are excluded, and can only 
be watched by keying in the Parental Control Number. 


WHAT TO DO IF... 


.. you forget your personal Parental Control Number 


BSB will never know your personal Parental Control Number. However, BSB’s 
Customer Services can assist you. Phone them on 0345 555 666 if you need 
assistance. 


... you want to watch a programme that’s under Parental Control 


When a ‘locked out’ programme or movie is showing, a screen message will let 
you know and give you instructions on how to key in your Parental Control 
Number to override the lock. 


... you make a mistake 


Simply press | MENU | to take you back to the MAIN MENU and m ke | 
appropriate button presses again. 


or 


Press to take you back to pictures. 


The sending of the authorisation signals to individual receivers is a continuous 
process. In order for your receiver to continue to be authorised to receive and 
unscramble the signals it should be kept in Standby mode when not being 
used. 


Standby mode is indicated by a green horizontal bar on the right hand side of 
your receiver. Your receiver is designed to be kept safely in ‘Standby’ at 
all times — even when you're not watching BSB programmes. You should 
therefore not unplug the receiver unless you suspect it to be faulty. 


Should you need to unplug your receiver for more than four weeks at a time you 
may need to contact BSB’s Customer Services before you can watch BSB 
programmes again. If this is necessary, a message on screen will tell you what 
to do. 


Remember, we recommend that you keep your receiver in Standby 
mode whenever you’re not watching BSB — even when you’re away on 
holiday. 


Messages can be transmitted by BSB to your receiver. These messages will be 
stored until you choose to view them. When a message has been sent you will 
see a flashing * or ¢‘ in the top right hand corner of the TV screen. These will 
flash a few times and then disappear. 


To read the message use your BSB receiver remote control:— 


a Press for MAIN MENU. 


b Press[{ 1 |for PROGRAMME CONTROL list. 


¢ Press| 4 ]for PERSONAL MESSAGES. 


To clear a message once you've read it, press CANCEL 
To return to picture, press} VIEW | 
To obtain the MAIN MENU, press [ MENU
